SCHOOL PROGRESS MADE 


Trustees of the Sequoia Union High School district now 
have proceded to do formally what they have favored . . . both 
on and off the record... in previous personal statements. They 
have decided to acquire the Donohoe property along Middle- 
field road in preference to taking a chance on getting an 
adequate amount of Dibble Hospital land“for the new south 
county high school. 

During the recent campaigns for the $1,250,000 high 
school bond issue and for the election of two trustees, state- 
ments were made favoring immediate steps to get the Donohoe 
property rather than accept the 10 acres available at Dibble 
with no assurance necessary additional ground could be ob- 
tained for a modern, space-demanding high school plant. 

We believe there is soundness in the decision so to proceed. 
Trustees have been advised by Stanford University there is no 
assurance when Stanford Village can be relinquished and thus 
make more land available for a school site at Dibble. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess of Menlo Park, who takes office 
on the school board July 1 and who attended the recent meet- 
ing at which the board decided to acquire the Donohoe property, 
explained it is felt that four years hence, the 10 acres avail-|

able at Dibble would not be nearly enough. Thus, he said, the’ i 


district might go ahead on the ‘projected million-dollar plant! 
and find there was not adequate room for the extensive facil-| 
ities that are planned. . 1B | 

The Donohoe property includes 29 acres off Middlefield 
road across from Dibble against which condemnation was 
started more than a year ago. Besides completing condemna- 
tion proceedings, the school board will negotiate for an addi- 
tional 10 acres fronting on Middlefield, thus seeking a total of 
30 acres bounded by Middlefield and Ringwood. The price is 
estimated to be $60,000 and that sum already has been ear- 
marked by the board. 

The Dibble property, of course, would cost a great deal 
less under the discount allowed for education! use of such 
land. But, as Mayor Burgess .pointed out to us, a $60,000 
investment for an adequate site should not stand in the way 
of getting the best plant possible when a total of around one 
million dollars is involved. 

It is in the best interests of the school district as a whole 
and particularly for Menlo Park to decide on a site without! 
delay. It must be one place or the other. Acquiring a site alone 
takes some time, and any steps toward actual construction 
must await that initial action. 

Certainly, it would be hard to find a better site than the 
Donohoe property, with its almost unlimited possibilities for 
expansion of a plant and its natural beauty for a campus.

Little as I enjoy adding to the

That 
Paul Robeson has 
made excellent 
use of his talents 
and provided 
much in ‘the way of musical enter- 
tainment for not only an American 
but a world public, I should be last 
to deny. That he boasts of his many 
“dear” communist friends, of his 
Russian-educated son and displays 
his martyr-like disdain for an Amer- 
ican parliamentary group, seeking 
legitimate information, I find it 
more difficult to admire. And I am 
uncertain whether his refusal to 
state his relation toward an avowed- 
ly subversive political body is pure 
bravado, a secret hope that he will 
be jailed and become a poular hero 
in certain quarters, or just damned 
foolishness. I do not consider the 
answer important, except in such a 
measure as it involves the attitude 
of a number of supposedly-intelli- 
gent movie writers and the like 
whose gestures Mr. Robeson appears 
te be copying. 

Their attitude doesn’t seem to 
“add up”. If they are Communists, 
that is their privilege in this genu- 
inely democratic commonwealth, and 
they ought to be proud of it—at 
least not ashamed. And everybody 
knows they not be afraid, because 
we don’t put people in jail or rob 
them of a chance to live because of 
any ideology, however foreign to

The pyrotechnics were provided by 
a group of residents of the ‘“oover- 
Oak Grove avenue neighborhood who 
gave the commission meeting an 
unusual adjunct—a highly vocal 
audience. 

Before the session in the Central 
fire station was over, the commission 
had been subjected to some scathing 
criticism and in turn had informed 
the group on these two points: 

1. The site for a proposed new 
central station at Hoover and Oak 
Grove has been purchased—irre- 
vocably—but no construction is 
planned for several years.. 

2. If protestants can find an- 
other site obtainable in the same 
area for no more than was paid 
for the controverted one, the fire 
commission gladly will build there. 
The meeting brought out one other 

point heretofore not made public: 
That the commission has been given 
legal advice no use permit will be 
required to proceed with construc- 
tion of the projected new station. 

This disclosure came as a sur- 
prise to persons attending the ses- 
sion, inasmuch as opponents have 
announced they will battle any is- 
suance of a use permit under the 
new Menlo Park zoning ordinance. 

The disclosure came as an answer | 
to question as to whether the com-' 
mission, which contends it acted to, 
protect the district by obtaining a! 
site as reasonably as possible, con- 
sidered it a good investment to pur- 
chase land with no assurance it could 
build there because of requirement 
cof a use permit. 


However, Menlo City Attorney 
James T. O’Keefe Jr. declared 
yesterday that a use permit must 
be obtained before a station can 
be built and that on such a con- 
troversial matter, the planning 
commission would hold a pufélic 
hearing before taking action on 
request for a permit. 

Leading the residents’ group in 
discussion at the meeting were Mrs. 
Mary Alice Sullivan, 704 Oak Grove 
avenue, and Sam Setrakian, 1259 
Hoover avenue. 

Both asked the status of the site 
and were informed by the commis- 
sion that the purchase has been 
ccmpleted. But they were assured 
that purchase did not absolutely j 
mean construction; that no new sta- 
tion is planned for at least two or 
three years and that another site 
would be used if obtainable reason- 


ably in the Oak Grove-Hoover area 
recommended by the National Board | 
of Fire Underwriters. j 

Setrakian objected principally to) 
noise of a siren at the proposed sta- 
tion, but was told no siren is 
planned there. He also objected to
